l"IJJEREAS 7 there is a· shortage of foodstuffs throughout 
the worlcl 7 and 

''T!EREAS, there is insufficient agrj�culture and growth of 
foodstuffs on Guam and it is incumbent upon the people to be as 
self-sufficient as possible, and 

FF.EREAS, tl1ere is a necessity for devoting more land to 
agriculture, and 

\"1-!EREAS, Government lands j_ntend.ed for transfer to the 
people cannot be transferred until completion of land surveys at a 
future date, and 

r'HEREAS, temporary use of Gov(:.rnment lands suitE>.ble for 
agricultural ]Urposes is a necessary expedient, 

NO\-'.' TH:SHEFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me 
as Governor of Guam, I declare that:

Lands owned by the United States of America and the 
Naval Governm�nt of Gvam suitabJ.e for the purpose 
are available to the Guamanian people for agricul­
tural uses during the current planting season, of-­
fective immedia�ely, with tte privilege of harvest­
ing crops to and including 30 September 1949. 

Any Guamanian may apply for permission to use land 
by m?tking application to the Department of Agricul­
ture. 

In the event the applicant is determined capable of 
carrying on E>.griculture.l activity of some kind, the 
Department of Agriculture shall assign a land area 
to the applicant and then certify to tbe Land and 
Claims Commission the determination of the applicant'• 
eUgibility and the land area assigned. 

(4) The Land and Claims Commission shall issue, upon 
approv�l of the Governor, a temporary permit for the 
use of the land. 

(5) T�e applicant shall pay a fair rental for use of the 
lnnd. The Department of Agriculture and the Land 
and Claims Commission jointly shall determine a 
fair rental for the use of the land. The applicant 
shall pay the rental to the Department of Records 
and Accounts.
